Poiéticrs,ofthe oucrthrow of the Vi- 
contde la Guierche, andall his 
‘Annie,in Februaric lalt. 


Twas wel inough 
knowen vnto the 
moft part, thatthe 
towne and Caftle 
lof Guyerche(bec- 
inga paflage ouer 
the mucr of Co 
rue ) dyd greatlie 
[hinder the kinges 
eee Ml friends and fauor 
Iuscncimies, vnderthe colour of the olde Lord 
ofthe place, which had obtained pfhis Maieftie 
in refpeot his age, a certain affurance (hauing 
the like of the contrarie parte, by meanes ofthe 
Vicont his fonne, who was chiefeof Poitiers) 
tothe endhe mightfeeme the kings friend,bee- 
ing indeed altogether a fanourerand vpholder 
ofthe Spaniards, as his fonne was , 
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Andfince thefe troubles it is found thatthe 
olde Lord would not funffer: paffage to be geuen 
tothe Kings troupes , but when the Leaguers 
had paffed bys he would not although hed) 
fee them: And fo much yet did this contag 
on breake forth to theharme of manie Inha- 
bitatts ofhis Towne, who affected the Vicont, 
thatthey which wereencountred by thekinges 
troupes, (information being genen of their te. 
meanor) they wereindged tobe of good prize, 
and voluntarely paidranfom. 

Befides thisthe Viconthauing intelligence 
of theficknes of his father, had feduced manic 
perfons tohisparttaking, tothe endto firprice 
the place asfoone as occafion might bee mini. 

edvntohim, but was preuented by the dil 
gence of Monficur de Sallerin, chicle Gouer- 
nor for his Maiettie of the Towne and Caftle 
of Loches. Who hauing had intelligence of 
thefeaGtions,and confidering likewife the enor. 
tnitieand danger which this place might be vn- 
toall that Countrie, and chieflievnto the town 
of Loches, which was not aboue fiue ot fixe 
miles diftant from them, he iudged that it was 
requiliteto remedieit fpeedelie.

The Lorde of Sallerin ynderftanding of 
thefeaccidents, andrefoluing to poc thether in 

erfon, aswell for thathewould not leaue hus | 
oldiers ‘and friendes in danger, as alfonotto 
fe being thing of

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‘eat importance, to the feruice of the King, & 
renefitto al the Countrie: and hauing alreadie 
repared for that enterprife,there was prefently 

fent himby Monficur de Vaure, brothervnto 
Monfieur de Montigici, thirtic light horfemen, 
andfiftie Harquebufiers on horsbacke , bein; 
guided by the Lord of Boysla Vigne, heea 
Fertifed alfo Captaine Couefelles, Lieutenant 
tothe Lorde of Leflarta Chaftillop, to come 
thether with his Garrifon , ‘and the Capraine 
Houflaye,and Merey,with fixtie harguebulies, 
onhorsback. 
In the meane time the faid Lord of Salle- 
tin fent the Captaines S. Anne,S. Michall,and 
Chizeaux, beingof the regimentofthe Lorde 
de Vatau, tothe {aide Towneof Guierche , to 
ferne and ayde the faid Lord of Campagnolll in 
thefeaffaires and himfelfe vied diligence in all 
| other thinges which he thoughtconuenient for 
| hispurpote. 
} Afterhe had ordered thefe thinges before 
fpoken and rehearfed, he caufed two Culuctins 
| to be prepared in readines, forto march, as hee 
I thought, very requifite’ and{entto Monficur 
the Mayor of Tours , praying himto fendchim 
t the Captaine la Vallade, with threefcore har- 
guebuties,for to fafeconduct the two peeces. 
{ ‘And meaning himéelfe to goe before, hee 
gaue order to receiue the faid Captaine, Lorde 


‘Vallade,into Loches, and there to ftay vadithe 
fent 


peecesif hehad time. 

Allo, the faid Lord fent the fame day cer- 
taine Carts laden with powder, pikes,thot, and 
other inftruments of warre, which might feruc 
forfuch occafions, 

Onthenext morrow which ‘Was Tuefdaye, 
the faid Lord of Salerin departed from Lockee 
Withthe Lord Boisla Vigne the Lords; pouer. 
norsofPretay de Marernes,Caftram|aBigeay, 
Tes bi andle Puy Becheron, beingall ce 

‘em Gentlemen border neere Loches, an; 
which had the daie beketronn! to aideand 
fe him: andmaking in all fiftichosle,they 
cameabout fiue of theclock that ‘cuening ynto 
Guierche. Whereprefently hee was certified, 
that the Vicontof ‘uierche was comming the- 
ier with two hundred Horfemen , pa fas 
hundred. Harguebufiers on horfback,two hun- 
dred Spanithe Footemen, and two hundred 
Frenchmen, bringing with themone peece of 

campane ordinance, , 

'ppon which newes,the Lorde of Sallerin 
fent to Monfieurd’Abain >» Gouernour of the 
igh and lowe Marches, (whowas then not far 
hon other occafions ) defiring toaydehim 
with his forces, which heprefently graunted to, 
and hauing the Lord Baron a'Abain his Se 
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with him, hee went toioyne in companie with 
thefaid Lord Sallerin in Guierche, Redihinis 

ood horfe, and anhundred harguebufiers on 
Borebade who refolued firft togos and fee the 
three troupes of the Regiment of Vatan, which 
were lodgedin the Suburbes, neere the Bridge 
of Guierche and to knowe particularlie what 
want of munition for warre they werein, for, 
theirdefence , geuing them to vnderftande of 
therefolute attempt which the night followin, 
he meant to make to them of theCattle, by af 
faulting ofthem : Forefecing thatifthe Vicone 
came before hee did affault, it might makethe 
thing more hard vnto him. if 

He alfo willed the Gentlemen whichwere 
within , to deliuer vp theplace, otherwilehee 
would burne their houfes which were neer vn- 
to Guien, and punifhthem rigorouflie when 
he had taken the place, whereof hehopedverie 
fhortly to be pofleffor. To which commaunde- 
mentthey in theend confented, forthe caufes 
abouefaid,and yeelded the Cattle the fifte daie 
of Februari, three houres within the ecuening, 
which was contrarieto the old mans will. 
Which Cattle cheLord Campagnoll did 

take poffeffion of with twentie Soldiers onelie, 
which thing fell out happilie, forthat the Vi- 
contarriued that day following abourthreeof 
theclock, withall his troupes, meaning indeede: 
to befiegethe Towne and Caftle, with thof

‘All efollopedtiem ane to the Sub- 
from Guierche three leagues, he encoun- 
tredone of their companies of Harguebp- 
fies ,which wentto refzeth themfelues, the 
which he quickly put to flightwithoutanie 

reat refiftance, 
And the faid Lords, to follow their frit 
Ba relo- 
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tefolution, haning firft difcouered thofe 
whichdid retire. Atthe lat then they pur- 
fued them with their light horfemen, being 
Iedby,the Lord Baron de Abain, and Bors 
Ja Vigne, which foughtall meanes toknow 
their enemies forces, to take their aduaun- 
tagein the battaile, towhich they were fo 
lately bent. ‘ae dondered yy feck 
ten skirmij ‘with chem, as 
floned eed pare where the Vidou 
‘was,ynknowen ynto them, theLordes de ~ 
Sallerin, and d’Abain, refolued to march to. 
the right fide ofthe Tower de Oyzay, being 
ayerie high place, wherethey might befte 
defcrie their enemies forces whereofas yet 

were vncertaine, 
ay the meane time the Lord Preaux, 
(whoas he had heard was his great friend, 
and was commingafong the Riuerof Vien- 
Baw onc hundred atid fiftie,or two hun- 
dred footmen,and fortichorfmen, being as 
well ofthe high tower, as of the garrifon) 
mightioynewith him athens neerethe 
riuer by them.The Lord de Sallerin leauii 
his companie, wentto find the L. d’Abain, 
Bois la Vigne,who were gone with 12.08 
as.horfe,to defcriethe orderand force ofthe 
enemies,which they did{o effeétually , asit 
cametofuch cuentas they looked for, and

irforce marched foorth 
tofindeout the Lide Abain,& Preaux; who 
leabout 100,paces fiom théexpecting 
thebatte,which tobeginsthey fenese hare 
men,& so.hargueb. guided by L Sailer 
The L.des Preux aduanced, foorth his foor- 
men, backtwith his ‘caualleriswho wene Vas 
liantly to affaile the ii fantry of the cnemie, 
lodged by the enemic for moft aduantage 
This troupe receiued many canon fhotte 
from the calle of the Ic,and the harguebu- 
fiers of the thot of theenemies,and Of thofe 


exploites of armes,the French & Spaniards 
fighting valiantly hand to hand: butatlatt, 
bythe Brun refolution of M.de Preux, the 
Lords 'Gardeuil, Mefignac, Barredon, de 


their troupes behaued them fo val antic, 
thatthey took the ditches,gainedth moun 
tainandthe medow,and the fpaniardsloit 


i¢s who 
werelo ely folowedandhardly puted, 
33 
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and feeing the paflage on that fide of Chau: 
uuigni, inthe heightoftheriuer ,to bekept 
with the troupes of the Lorde Abain, and 
Sallerin, and that they could not efcape the 
edge ofthe fiword, they caftthemfelues into 
the Riuer,where all that did fo,wereimme= 
diately drowned, 

The Viconthim{elfe, hoping of better 
fortunethen the others,had (with many of 
the principall Leaguers)put themfelues in« 
toagreat Boat,andaflaied to pafle, but the 
Harguebufhers with their (hotte,made furch 
abramblement Within their boat, as alfo, 
that many ofthofe which werein the water 
did catch holde of the boat, thereby to faue 
themfelues fo thatthe ftrength and weight 
ofthem did oue-turne the boatethe vplide 
déwne. 

| Awoonderfull thing then was ittobe- 
holde this fpeétacle,which refembled a pat- 
terme ofthedeluge, and to heare the horri- 
ble cries of men,and horfes. Theriuerbee- 
ing couered with hats, and clokes,and men, 
and horles,drowned, and halfe drowned, 
which had funke, and diued vpagaine . Of 
fometheirheads appeared, of others their 
legs andarmes, themoft of themarmedand 
booted. 
Which dreadfull thing doeth then

theiuftiudgementof God vpon thefemile- 
rable Leaguers, who hauing made fuch ne: 
ine of good men ,receiued from God the 
guerdonoft theirperiuric, and the chaftife. 
ment which they had meited, and ily 
deferued, 

The Viconthimfelfe beingknowenof 
oncof his owne friends was taken prifener, 
whotookehim out ofthe water, and carri- 
flhim on amare vnto theforefaid Chattel.

This worke of Godis admirable, and 
notto be prayfed fuuficientl ‘that the ene. 
mies had three for one, and yee wehad not 
‘oneman either flaine,or wounded vnto the 
death:only foureor fue Souldicrs aelight- 
ly hure, and thofe thae are moft dangerous: 
he Wounded, may be healed in twelue dais, 
and of ours werethrechorleflaine,

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The night drawing on, and waxing ex- 
ceeding datke,and the want of Boates was 


- the cauié that they were forced to geue o- 


uer, and could not followe the viorie: on 
thatfide the riuer which wee paffed before 
the confliét, fo that the faid Lord de Abain 
and de Sallerin, lodged in the Villages that 
were neereat hand, and bordering vppon 
Guierche, and the fayd Lord des Preux re- 
turned to Chattelleraur. ( 

Vpponthe Friday next following, the 
faid Lord dePreux fentto fummon the ca- 
Mle of thelle, to which place the Vicount 
had withdrawen his Cannon, and the beft 
partofhis carriage. Which Caftledid im- 
mediatly yeelde-at the firftfammon to cap 
taineEfpinette, and the fpoilewas fentto 
Chattelleraur. 

On Saterday the eight day of Februae 
rie, in the euenifig, and on Sundaye mor 
ning, they drew out ofthe watermore then 
two hundred and fiftic drowned carcaffes, 
and amongft others wasthe Lorde de Bon- 
nes,de Perigueux,Liutenant tothe Vicont, 
andthe Lord de Grandmont his nephewe, 
de Paluftre, Chanboncau,and diuers others 
which were notknowen.And diuers others 
very fumptuouflic apparrelled , and richlie 
armed, which they could not know . Be-

This ouerthrowe which happened on 
‘Thurfday,, being the fixt day of Februaric, 
at foureof theclocke in theafter noone, or 
thereaboutes, is oneof the moft notableft 
things that cuer happened in thofe Coun- 
ties, fince thefe lalt cruell warres, which 
nantes ithe os forte of almightic 
God, in bleffing an ing the affaires 
ofthemoft Chriftian icingin theleparess 
forchat therein was flaine and taken prifo- 
ners,the moft part of the chiefe Leaguers of 
Poigtou,Lymafin,and Peri 

‘Whole names, for the ir | 
ofall fuch as are defirous to bee acquainte 
with this ouerthrowe, are here fetdowne, 
as well thofe which were laine, as thole 
which were taken prifoners,to the greaten- 
couragementof allthe crue lubieétes of that 
valiant French king :and the diliaying of 
thefworne feruants of that wicked montter 
of Rome, and his adherents,whom God at 
his good pleafure will ouerthrow and con- 
found for euer, .
